Madrid, Sept. 6.— General Jaudenes, 
ad interim governor of the Philippine

Cincinnati, Sept. 0. — The afternoon 
seation of the Populist convention dis- 
closed many diffcrenoea betw^n the 
middle of the roaders, who wer* da- 
nouncing fustoni.st!' deniorallaBrB. 
They were united ou the subjaot Of 
such a permanent reorganizatlen as to 
prevent (usion or desertltm hereattar 
and on a« IndepeadaBt ticket for 1900.

A.« 
the committee on credentials bad not 
reported. Chairman IgnBtliw DmuMlir 
was compelled to recognise whoever 
could get tbe Deor and there was mucb 
dlfi( iisbifiu (iver a partial report on trij 
dentiuls. A:< the c^ll for this conven- 
tion was misunderstood and by many 
thought to have been withdrawn, it 
was difficult to pass on any credentials. 
Most of those present are self constl- 
tuteil delegiites or at least unable ta 
show the usual credentials and then 
is another claas clali|tlQg the right to 
vote proxies. As tlMTB are only two- 

or thrpp present from BOme states, the 
qiicptlon of pioxies is one on whl;.h 
conirol of the conv?ntiou hinges and 
it was pending when tbe convention 
adjourned. 

To Ktiidy I^abar Fro:>IPUie. 

Washington, Sept 6. — One of tbe 
first matters .to which the president ia 
now expected to give his attention Is 
the selection of the nine members of 

the nonpartisan tomnii.s.slon which, 
under the act of consress of June 18, Is 
to collate Information and to consider 
and recommend legisiation to SMot 
the problems prseented by labor, a?- 
ri(ultiire and capital. This body Is to 
consist of 19 persons, fiv? of whom are 
tu be members of the senate, five of 
the house and "nine other person,!" 
who ahall fairly repreaeat the different 
industrlea and empIoymantB* 

■mall Attaadaaaa. 

Detroit, Sept. 6. — Some 00 men and 

women poatofflce clerks were prericnt 
at the ninlti annual convention of the 
National A^^lJ' iation of Postoffice 
Clerks which began Ita sessionf in 
the Hotel Cadillac. The attend- 
ance is smeller than had been antic- 
ipated. Heretofore the railroads have 
provided free transportation to dele- 
gates, but two days ago the postoffice 
department gBTC notice that It would 
not approTc of such action this year.

The new alms bouse wai reported com

A statement of tbto Western I'nion 
Telegraph Company was read giving a 
list of Its tangible property In this city for 
taxation. The property consists of two 
miles of poles valued at $100, three miles 
of wire 130, total $130. The matter was 
passed until next meeting. 

The question of having the new charter 
and laws and ordinances printed in book 
form canio up. Sihuo were opposed to 
printiii- them, and thought that type- 
written copies would answer. Council 
decided to liave them printed, and post 
poned the matter until next meeting in 
order to gat bids from all the printers. It 
was decided to have only 26 copies bound 
hi sheep, and 100 copies in paper covers. 

In regard to the propoeed extension of 
the water mains on Foraat avenue, Mr. 
Pearce ot the water company stated that 
the cost would amount to about tOOO. 



The agreement ot propeKy holders and 

residents along the extension ns to the 
taking of water was not in proper form, 
and the matter was referred to a com- 
mittee composed of the Chairman of the 
Water Committee and a member of the 
water l ompany to' wait on the property 
owners, and arrange the matter prop- 
erly. On satilfaetory arrangements the 
extension will be made. 

Mr. Pearce, of the water company, 
stated in regard to water for the fotuitain 
that the company donatdl the water last 
season. The meter showed, however, 
that the water consumed would cost 
about $25 a month at tbb company's reg- 
ular rates. Last year the company was 
enabled to get its supply of coal from a C. 
andO. siding at Poplar and Third streets, 
at 4} cents a bushel. The railroad com- 
pany is now using the siding for one of its 
main tracks, and as Council had refused 
the railroad pteple a permit to put in 
a new switch the water company is com- 
pelled to haul its coal much farther. Mr. 
Pearce said the company's coal supply is 
now costing ■'> cents a bushel, or about 
f20() a year more than formerly. Mr. 
Pearce added that whenever Council 
granted permit for the switch so that the 
water company could get its coal at old 
rates then the company would grant the 
city water for the fountain free of cost. 
None of the members seemed disposed to 
take any action in the matter. 

Mr. blatterman called attention to the 
excessive use of water for sprinkling pur- 
poses. He thought it was injuring the 
streets, and on motion the matter was re- 
ferred to the Chief of Police to enforce 
the ordinance.

Mr. Frost made an appeal for the Wash- 
ington Fire Company, asking that Coun- 
cil donate the coinjianv f l ,CVX) to aid in 
the constructioti of tlie new opera house. 
City Attorney Wood was asked whether 
Council had a right to make such dona- 
tion, and replied that ha was decidedly 
of the opinion tiiat Council had no suct| 
right.

Of i.'ieatcr inttre^-t to the leaf tobacco 
trade than any other ruling by the Com- 
missioqer of Internal Revenue, is that 
which removes all hope of evading the 
taxation of operationi^ on "the breaks.'' 

The question of exemption was raised 
soon after the war revenue law liecame 
effective. Recently a tobact o wareiiouse 
firm of Cincinnati tried it ai^ain, sending 
the Commissioner a voluminous letter de- 
scribing wherein a tobacco warehouse 
for the sale of leaf tobacco dirtered from 
what is accepted generally as an ex- 
change or board of trade. The Commis- 
sioner replies at length and winds up by 
sustaining his former decision for good 
and all. 

Exemption was claimed because the 
sales were by auction ; because they were 
not in daily operation; because tlie 
premises were unlike those of exchanges 
or boards of trade, bs generally accepted ; 
because of the nature of the patTOSafre, 
and because of other thinga. 

Oommissioner Scott, boweTer, held 
.that the sale of tobacco upon "the 
breaks" was for all purposes enough 
akin to operations at exchangee to make 
the transaction come under the para- 
graph oi the act imposing a stamp tax 
on tbe evidence of tranaaotions. The 
sales are subject t..\-atlon at rate of 1 
cent per f U'O of aiuount.

Attention has been called to the very 
remarkable eflFect of the wind ou vari- 
ous inland bodies of water. It is not 
uuusual for the reside nts in towns on 
the shores of lakes to be greatly inoon- 
veuieuced. provided a heavy wind blow- 
ing on shore continnes for any length of 
time. In the Baltic sea the level has 
bera altered for upward of eight feet. 
Sometimes the water is blown out of a 
channel, leitving it almf>st dry. In one 
instance a depression of six feet oc- 
curred 00 one side of a body of water, 
with a 0Qfresp£n^Ung rise of six feet on 
tbe other. Lake Erie hashedn known to 
alter its level a distance of l.j feet on 
account of luavy winds, and Lake 
Michigan was at one time the subject 
of cousideruble interest from the same 
oaose. The wipd was heavy and oootin- 
nous and piled the water ap on one 
side, while the other was so low that 
people walked ont npon rocks where in 
the memory of man no feet had ever 
trodden.— New York Lwlger.

How Mine* Are Kzploded. 

There are several methods by which 
minee and torpedoes anchored in har- 
bors may be detected, bnt it is very dan- 
gerous and difficult work, and its suc- 
cess dejx'ijds largely upon the circum- 
btauct's and the condition of the water 
and the bottom of the bay in which tht y 
are placed. Sometimes th^ are discov- 
ered by dragging with a hedge. Some- 
times they can be seen when the water 
is clear, and in order to assist the natu- 
ral vision a canvas telescope is rigged 
which drops npon the water and shuts 
out the light from the eyes of the ob- 
server so that be can have a better view 
of the bottom. Tliere are other methods 
also known to sailors and frequently 
practiced The most effective is called 
"countermining" — that is, the e.\plo- 
sion of torpedoes in the water, wiiioh 
by their detonation cause flag mines to 
explode. --Chicago Record.
